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McDonald’s 
beefs up 
burger menu

McDonald’s hefty new Angus burger 
appears to be set for a national rollout this 
fall, and possibly as early as the summer. 
But, one franchisee said, it may not be a 
permanent fixture on the menu, 
McDonald’s began testing the one-third- 
pound burger in March 2007 in Southern 
California, and later in New York and 
Columbus, Ohio, 

The Oak Brook-based fast-food giant 
plans to make the Angus part of its national 
“Monopoly” promotion in October, 
according to an internal McDonald’s 
document obtained by the Tribune, 
McDonald’s runs the promotion, based on 
the board game, annually in the fall. 

But one McDonald’s franchisee, who 
declined to speak for attribution because 
he was not authorized to discuss the launch, 
said the rollout likely will come sooner, “I 
don’t know exactly when, but I believe it is 
in the summer time frame,” he said, 

A McDonald’s spokeswoman said the 
company doesn’t comment on speculation. 
The franchisee also said that he doesn’t 
believe the Angus will be a “core menu” 
item, but will instead be a “promotional” 
product, one that shows up on the menu 
for a few months at a time, “It’s not the 
next Big Mac, that’s for sure,” he said, 
Irwin Kruger, a McDonald’s franchisee 
in New York City, has been selling the 
Angus burger since August 2007, and said it 
has “been very well received,” The national 
launch of the Angus burger was first 
reported by Crain’s Chicago Business,

Conference chaos 


Iranian president’s speech spurs 
protests, walkouts at UN event

GENEVA Iranian President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad accused the 
West of using the Holocaust as a “pretext” for aggression against 
Palestinians, prompting walkouts Monday by every European 
Union country at a UN conference on racism. 

The meeting turned chaotic almost from the start when two 
protesters in rainbow wigs tossed red clown noses at Ahmadinejad 
as he began his speech with a Muslim prayer, A Jewish student 
group from France said it had been trying to convey “the mas- 
querade that this conference represents,” 

Ahmadinejad— the first government official to take the floor— 
restarted and delivered his speech for more than a half-hour, say- 
ing the US, and Europe had helped establish Israel after World 
War II at the expense of Palestinians, 

“They resorted to military aggression to make an entire nation 
homeless under the pretext of Jewish suffering,” he said. 

That prompted the walkout by some 40 diplomats from Britain 
and France and other European Union countries. The Europeans 
had threatened to leave the conference if it descended into anti-

Semitism or other rhetoric 
harshly critical of Israel, which 
marred the UN’s last confer- 
ence on racism eight years ago 
in South Africa, 

The US, and eight other 
Western countries were 
already boycotting the event 
Monday, the eve of Israel’s 
Holocaust Remembrance 
Day, because of concerns about its fairness, 

Ahmadinejad also accused Israel of being the “most cruel and 
repressive racist regime” and blamed the US, invasion of Iraq on 
a Zionist conspiracy. 

Most of his rhetoric was not new but its timing and high pro- 
file could complicate US, efforts to warm ties with the Islamic 
republic: Alejandro Wolff, the US, deputy ambassador to the 
United Nations, denounced what he called “the Ahmadinejad 
spectacle,” 

“We call on the Iranian leadership to show much more measured, 
moderate, honest and constructive rhetoric when dealing with issues 
in the region, and not this type of vile, hateful, inciteful speech that 
we all saw,” Wolff told reporters at the UN in New Y>rk,

City officials announced Monday 
that the $2.5 billion deal to lease 
Midway to a private operator will 
not be completed. 

“The company cannot secure 
the financing needed,” said Gene 
Saffold, Mayor Daley’s chief 
financial officer. 

The 99-year lease agreement 
was scheduled to close this 
month. But Saffold blamed the 
global financial turbulence for the 
deal’s failure. The city will keep a 
$126 million down payment that 
the prospective Midway operator 
has paid, Saffold said. 

The City Council voted 49-0 to 
support the deal last year. Saffold 
said the Daley administration may 
try to lease out Midway again 
when market conditions improve.

Woof? Meow? 

Bad economy forcing many pet owners to give up their furry friends

The CTA has already begun using 
federal stimulus money to repair 
Chicago’s aging subway network.

$240 million in stimulus money. 
But CTA officials say they’ll need 
nearly $7 billion to bring the more 
than century-old network into 
good working order.

When people showed up to give away their 
dogs and cats at a local shelter last year, the 
main reasons they cited were “no time” 
and accidental pet pregnancies. This year, the 
No. I reason is a lot simpler: no money 

As the recession takes hold, Chicago ani- 
mal control workers are taking in about ii 
percent more pets than they did a year ago. 
And shelters are caring for more high-priced 
pets, including purebred and “designer” dogs, 
as people who are unaccustomed to economic 
distress start feeling the pinch. 

Animal care workers are seeing more 
neglected pets, as well as animals who have had 
ID chips implanted, indicating that someone 
loved and cared for them before the financial 
downturn made ownership untenable. 

“People are making very hard choices,” 


said Rochelle Michalek, executive director 
of PAWS Chicago, a no-kill shelter. “Do I 
put food on the table? Do I feed my kids? It’s 
heartbreaking.” 

Jeff Lapp, 47, is among those making diffi- 
cult choices. 

The Braidwood man was laid off from his 
job as a personnel investigator last June. By 
March, Lapp and his wife had lost their home. 
With four dogs to care for, they decided their 
two youngest and healthiest dogs would have 
the easiest time getting adopted. Lapp called 
Midwest Dachshund Rescue, which found 
a new home for 2-year-old Sammie. They 
brought Thor, a 6 -year-old Norwegian elk- 
hound, to PAWS, where he was snapped up 
within two days. 

“You feel like you let them down,” Lapp said 
of letting the two go. 


In March, Nadine Walmsley vice president 
of development for the Anti- Cruelty Society in 
Chicago, watched as 33 pets were relinquished 
by owners citing poor finances. In March 
2008, only four pet owners cited money as the 
reason, she said. 

About twice as many dogs who end up 
homeless these days appear to have come 
from good homes: Their coats look good, 
they are plump and they are well-socialized, 
Walmsley said. 

Allison Rhode, a house painter from Rogers 
Park, placed her dog. Dollar, in PAWS foster 
care after she was evicted from her apartment. 
She took him back a little more than a month 
later, after she settled into a new place. 

Pets “make you forget about hard times,” 
she said. “They are the one thing that helps 
you get through.”

Piece of the 
Cubs could 
be yours 

Tom Ricketts is looking for other Cubs 
fans with deep pockets. 

Ricketts, a Chicago investment 
banker who is leading his family’s pur- 
suit to buy the team from Tribune Co., 
is seeking investors to help him finance 
his $900 million bid, according to 
sources involved in the transaction. 

He would prefer local investors who 
want to spend at least $25 million, 
sources said. Ricketts hopes to raise at 
least $100 million to reduce the amount 
the family has to borrow from banks 
to pay for the team, Wrigley Field and 
related broadcast assets. 

For the first time since Tribune Co. 
bought the Cubs in 1981, Chicagoans 
can participate in the ownership of 
one of the highest-profile teams in 
baseball. 

However, his proposal, first reported 
by Crain’s Chicago Business, comes 
with strings attached. An investor 
would receive a security known as pre- 
ferred stock, which would pay a fixed 
rate of return of 6.5 percent, but would 
not participate in any future apprecia- 
tion of the team. 

Holders of preferred shares also 
would not have any voting rights and 
at most would serve on an advisory 
board; the Ricketts family would run 
the team, sources said. But Ricketts is 
offering perks, such as front-row seats, 
to entice potential investors. Through a 
spokesman, he declined to comment. 

Sources say Ricketts has received 
positive feedback about the concept. 
But one investor who listened to the 
pitch came away unimpressed. 

“I don’t want to invest that much and 
get 6.5 percent today,” said the person 
who wanted to remain anonymous. 
“Tbu’re not really owning the team, so 
why would you do it?” 

Since Tribune Co., which owns the 
Chicago Tribune and RedEye, select- 
ed the Ricketts family in January to 
purchase the team, negotiations have 
taken longer than expected. 

Sources said the family, like many 
companies, is finding it difficult to 
secure bank financing in one of the 
worst economies in decades. Sources 
on both sides said they remain confi- 
dent that a deal will get done.

Obama: Cost cuts just 
a ‘drop in the bucket’ 


B WASHINGTON President Obama on 
Monday ordered his Cabinet to find 
ways to slice spending by $ioo million, but 
acknowledged it’s a “drop in the bucket” and 
said there’s a “confidence gap” that he needs 
to overcome. 

Just back to Washington from a Latin 
America summit, Obama told the first for- 
mal Cabinet meeting of his administration 
that vast spending to combat the economic 
crisis was “the right thing to do.” 

But he also said taxpayers still need to know 
that every dollar they give the government is 


being spent wisely 

Obama said the $ioo million would come 
from “efficiencies” in agency operations, and 
would be in addition to future cuts in pro- 
grams that aren’t working. 

^t the red ink in the annual budget is in 
the hundreds of billions. He was asked if 
the efficiency saving isn’t just “a drop in the 
bucket.” 

“It is,” he replied. “None of these things 
alone are going to make a difference. But 
cumulatively, they make an extraordinary dif- 
ference because they start setting a tone.” 


LONG WAY TO GO 

The federal deficit for March 
alone was $192.3 billion, and 
$100 million in savings would 
represent a minuscule portion of 
that sum, roughly V 20 of 1 percent. 
President Obama in February 
brought forward a $3.6 trillion 
budget for the 2010 fiscal year, 
beginning Oct. 1, a proposal that 
would produce $9.3 trillion in 
deficits over the next decade.

Katrina

NEW ORLEANS A coastal geolo- 
gist testified Monday that he 
warned the Army Corps of Engineers 
decades ago about the dangers of 
the shipping channel that funneled 
Hurricane Katrina’s storm surge into 
New Orleans. 

Sherwood Gagliano, 73, called con- 
struction of the Mississippi River- Gulf 
Outlet, dug in the 1960s, “one of the 
greatest catastrophes in the history of 
the United States.” 

He was testifying for the plain- 
tiffs in a civil lawsuit that charges the 
corps with responsibility for flooding 
during Katrina, which hit in August 
2005. 

Lucille Franz, who lost her home and 
a sister, has joined four other residents 
and a business who claim the corps 
owes them damages because Katrina’s 
storm surge washed out levees along 
the 75-mile-long channel. 

Much is at stake in the trial, 
which is being heard by U.S. District 
Judge Stanwood Duval Jr. without a 
jury 

If the plaintiffs are victorious, more 
than 120,000 other individuals, busi- 
nesses and government entities could 
have a better shot at claiming billions 
of dollars in damages.

Sandwiches are still 
thriving, even though 
the economy isn’t 

By M. Kathleen Pratt 

Though some recent reports would 
have you believe otherwise, people 
don’t necessarily stop eating out 
when the economy hits the skids. 
They just start eating sandwiches. 
And not any old sandwiches, appar- 
ently If Chicago’s recent crop of 
upscale sandwich spots— not a single 
one of them with American cheese 
or French’s mustard on the menu— is 
any indication, sandwiches just 
might be among the most recession- 
proof foods around. Here’s a look at 
how three newcomers stack up. 


Jason BalUudd Murphy and Daniel Sirkoat Birchwood Kitchen, jason little for metromix 



Birch wood Kitchen 2211 w. North Ave. 773-276-2100 

The guys behind 
this 2-week-old 
Wicker Park BYOB- 
owners Daniel Sirko 
and Judd Murphy 
and chef Jason 
Ball-are taking the 
simple sandwich to 
new heights with 
ingredients that put Oscar Mayer 
and Hellmann’s to shame, Including 
house-made mozzarella, artisan cured 
meats from La Quercia and lamb from 
Mint Creek Farms. Choose from cold and 
hot sandwiches such as goat cheese, 
roasted beets, walnut pesto and citrus aru- 
gula on a baguette ($8.25) and roast beef, 
brandied blue cheese, caramelized onions 
and Dijon mustard on grilled sourdough 
($8.50). 


One delicious 
sandwich: A lamb 
French dip ($9, 
lefD consisting of 
beer-braised lamb 
and house-pickled 
onions on a toasted 
baguette, served 
with herbed 

lambjus for dipping. 

Beyond sandwiches: House-made soups 
and salads, quiche, a cheese plate and other 
light bistro fare. In the summer, look for 
once-a-week outdoor barbecues and the 
occasional full-fledged BYOB dinner. 

How it stacks up: Topping out at $9.50, 
sandwiches here are pricier than your aver- 
age sandwich shop. But you get what you 
pay for: high-quality ingredients and some 
seriously thoughtful sandwiches.

The Brasserie’s Market 1211 n. wens st 312-943-0540 


This slightly gimmicky spot (how 
many ways can one be forced to 
say the word ro// while ordering?) 
caters to Loop lunchers with 
efficient counter service and lots 
of seating. The retro-inspired space 
housed Spa Cafe until about four 
weeks ago, when the cafe’s owners 
teamed up with Richard Levy, the 
man who gave you Salad Spinners, 
to open Lunch Rolls. Sandwich chef 
extraordinaire Kurt Chenier’s menu 
includes options such as Moroccan 
lamb with Israeli couscous and 
golden raisins and smoked 
whitefish with greens, grape 
tomatoes and honey-mustard 
vinaigrette. Sandwiches ($6.29) are 


served on a house roll, wheat roll, 
pita roll or lettuce roll (only one of 
which is actually a roll). 

One delicious sandwich: The 
Chicago Steakhouse, marinated 
skirt steak with red onions, carrots 
and lightly pickled cauliflower. 
Beyond sandwiches: Sides and 
more sides ($2.49 each). Choose 
from stuffing and gravy, mac and 
cheese, jambalaya, and more than 
a half-dozen others. 

How it stacks up: The fast-casual 
setup lends the place a bit of 
a cafeteria feel, but don’t be 
fooled. These are above-average 
sandwiches, some good enough to 
be habit-forming. 


Neighborhood boite Old Town 
Brasserie recently spun off this 
itty bitty market where made- 
to-order sandwiches offer an 
inexpensive carryout alternative 
to the restaurant’s sophisticated 
French fare. Though it’s attached 
to the brasserie with direct access 
to the bar through an interior 
door, you also can enter from 
the street. Most sandwiches are 
served on baguettes or croissants; 
other options range from smoked 
salmon on multigrain toast to a 
fully loaded veggie sandwich on 
clabatta. 

One delicious sandwich: Serrano 
ham and manchego ($6), served 


on a baguette with whole-grain 
mustard, baby arugula and bal- 
samic vinaigrette. 

Beyond sandwiches: Prepared 
foods and sides from Old Town 
Brasserie chef Andy Motto, as well 
as pastries, desserts, coffee and 
wine. 

How it stacks up: There’s noth- 
ing wildly innovative going on 
here, but sandwiches are reliable 
and the price is right-several are 
$5.50, and the most expensive 
(a roasted strip loin number that 
you’re just as well off skipping any- 
way) is $7.50.

It’s real, all right. Even though this application-developed by former Texas Instruments employees 
Lieb, of the South Loop, Mintz, of Old Town, and Andy Huibers, of Sunnyvale, Calif.-is less than a 
month old. Bump has averaged about a download per minute since it made its way to the App Store 
in late March and broke into the top 50 most downloaded applications in the store’s social networking 
category. A paid version with more features is in the works, Lieb says.

Despite long-shot odds, many trying to hit iPhone jackpot 


Apply yourself

Is there a good way to nail down a steady income? In 
this economy? 

Try writing a successful program for the iPhone, 
Last August, Ethan Nicholas and his wife, Nicole, 
were having trouble making their mortgage pay- 
ments, Medical bills from the birth of their younger 
son were piling up. After learning that his employer. 
Sun Microsystems, was suspending employee bonuses 
for the year, Nicholas considered looking for a new 
job and putting their house in Wake Forest, N,C,, on 
the market. 

Then he remembered reading about the guy who 
had made a quarter-million dollars in a hurry by writ- 
ing a video game called Trism for the iPhone, “I fig- 
ured if I could even make a fraction of that, we’d be 
able to make ends meet,” he said. 

Because he grew up playing shoot-’em-up comput- 
er games, Nicholas, 30, decided to write an artillery 
game. For six weeks, he worked “morning, noon and 
night”— by day at his job on the Java development 
team at Sun, and after hours on his side project. After 
the project was finished, Nicholas sent it to Apple for 
approval, quickly granted, and iShoot was released 
into the online Apple store on Oct, 19, 

When he checked his account with Apple to see 
how many copies the game had sold, Nicholas’ jaw 
dropped: On its first day, iShoot sold enough copies 
at $4,99 each to net him $1,000, He and Nicole were 
practically “dancing in the street,” he said 
The second day, his portion of the day’s sales was 
about $2,000, 

On the third day, the figure slid down to $50, where 
it hovered for the next several weeks, “That’s nothing 
to sneeze at, but I wondered if we could do better,” 
Nicholas said. 

In January, he released a free version of the game 
with fewer features, hoping to spark sales of the 
paid version. It worked: iShoot Lite has been down- 
loaded more than 2 million times, and many people 
have upgraded to the paid version, which now costs 
$2,99, On its peak day— Jan, ii— iShoot sold nearly 
17,000 copies, which meant a $35,000 day’s take for 
Nicholas, 

“That’s when I called my boss and said. We need to 
talk,’ ” Nicholas said. “And I quit my job,” 

To people who know a thing or two about com- 
puter code, stories like his are as tantalizing as a late- 
night infomercial, as full of promise as an Anthony 


Robbins self-help book. The first iPhones came out 
in June 2007, but it wasn’t until July 2008 that people 
could buy programs built by outsiders, which were 
introduced in the online App Store— now approach- 
ing its I billionth download, (The store is also open to 
owners of the iPod Touch,) 

There are more than 25,000 applications in the App 
Store, many of them written by people like Nicholas, 
But the chances of hitting the iPhone jackpot keep 
getting slimmer: The Apple store is already crowded 
with look-alike games and kitschy applications, and 
fresh inventory keeps arriving daily Many of the simple 
but clever concepts that sell briskly— applications, for 
instance, that make the iPhone screen look like a froth- 
ing pint of beer or akoi pond— are already taken. 

And for every iShoot, which earned Nicholas 
$800,000 in five months, “there are hundreds or 
thousands who put all their efforts into creating 
something, and it just gets ignored in the store,” said 
Erica Sadun, a programmer and the author of “The 
iPhone Developer’s Cookbook,” 

The long-shot odds haven’t stopped people from 
stampeding to classes and conferences about writing 
iPhone programs. At Stanford University, an under- 
graduate course called Computer Science 193P: iPhone 
Application Programming attracted 150 students for 
only 50 spots when it was introduced last fall. 

The rush to stake a claim on the iPhone is a lot like 
what happened in Silicon Valley in the early dot-com 
era, said Matt Murphy, a partner at the venture capital 
firm Kleiner Perkins Caufield & Byers who oversees 
the iFund, a $100 million investment pot reserved for 
iPhone applications, 

“People are realizing that by developing in their 
garage with a couple dollars, they could be the next 
Facebook,” he said, “It’s still early days for mobile 
development, but those days are coming,” 

If there is ever an iPhone hall of fame, Nicholas’ 
portrait might hang next to that of Kostas Eleftheriou, 
a young Greek entrepreneur who lives in London, He 
and two friends wrote a program in seven days called 
iSteam, which fogs up the face of an iPhone like a 
bathroom mirror. They made more than $100,000 
in three months. 

It is litde more than a party trick. When someone 
swipes a finger across the phone’s surface, iSteam’s 
pretend moisture is wiped away with a realistic- 
sounding squeak. When the phone is tipped on its 
side, droplets of condensation roll as if pulled by

gravity “It’s quite a good illusion,” Eleftheriou said, 
“Everyone wants to show their friends,” 

The mobile frenzy hasn’t gone unnoticed by other 
major cell phone and software companies. Last week. 
Research in Motion opened an application store for 
the BlackBerry Google recently began selling applica- 
tions based on Android, its operating system for cell 
phones, Nokia is in the early stages of opening a store 
for its handsets, and Microsoft is creating a store for 
phones running Windows Mobile. 

As for Nicholas, he is working on a new game that 
he will not describe for fear that another developer 
might poach it, 

“I’m going to milk the gold rush as long as I can,” 
Nicholas said, “It’d be foolish not to.”
